Exhibit of Filne Arts,

The largest and most elaborats build-,
fng is the Parthenou. It is the center-
piece of the exposition and is an exaot
reproduction of the Parthenon at
Athens. The naves are in the shape of
the great Greek orosses, forming a
square gallery at elther end and two
apartments, or alcoves, in the center
At these ends broad doors open out upon
the double columued porticoes. There
are no windows in the building. The
lighs furnished comas from the roof,
which is, in fact, one long win ow, or
skylight, of itself.

structed with staff. It is boile of brick
and is entirely fireproof, as it is the re-
pository of priceless treasaras, Directly
in front of this building stauds the col-
lossal figure of Pallas Athene, by Xiiss
Muid Yandell, a doughter of the late
Dr. L. P. Yandell of Lounisville, who
was 8 Tennesseean. The figure is an
exact reproduction of the one that
crowaed the hill of Athsns. This copy
is 25 feet high, aithough the original
was 70 feet. Standing, as it does, iu
front of the main entrance to the Par-
taenon, it occupies, without a donbt, the
finest position in the park.

The Aaditoriam.

Just sonth of the Par:henonand with-
in easy reach of the main entranceis the
Auditorinm, which is cne of the most
fmpressive buildings on tiw grounds.
The intention is to use it for the meet-
ings of large bodies. Many conven-
tions which are to ba held by varions
gocieties have determined to take ad-
vantage of the opportuunity to attend
| the exposition, aud their sessions will
be held in tha Auditorium. It is also
proposed to hold puriiaineuts similar to
thosse he!d din Chicago during the
World's Fair. The capacity of’ the
building is about 7,000 people. The de-
gign is colonial in form and Ionis in
treatmeyt. Four porticoes, facing the
different points of the compass, give
the floor a shape resembliug a short
cross, except for the circular colonuades
ponnecting ab each corner, forming a
desirable prcmenade and rostful place
for weury sightseers, while the roof
furnishes a beaatifu! baloony, which

The Machinery baildinz, which is
